Bon  Voyage 

In  the  New  Testament  it  says  that  a prophet  is  not 
without  honor  except  in  his  own  country^  This,  we  think, 
is  applicable  at  the  Brigham  Young  University.  Sometimes 
we  fail  to  give  credit  for  some  of  the  achievements  which 
members  of  the  university  accomplish. 

CURRENT  EXAMPLE 

One  current  example  erf  this  is  the  idea  of  the  Speech 
and  Drama  Dept,  being  chosen  to  participate  in  the  USO 
sponsored  drama  tour  of  Asia.  More  than  fifty  colleges 
and  universities  were  screened  and  as  prospective  candi- 
dates to  take  tours.  Seven  of  these  were  finally  selected, 
and  BYU  was  chosen  to  take  the  extended  seven  week  tour 
of  Asia.  This  reflects  the  high  standing  the  University 
speech  and  drama  department  has  on  a national  level  to 
other  universities. 

The  prominence  to  which  the  speech  and  drama  de- 
partment has  risen  under  the  direction  of  Dri  Harold  I. 
Hansen,  is  all  the  more  significant  in  view  of  the  physical 
limitations  of  the  campus.  There  is  no  proscenium  arch 
on  the  campus. 

Until  a year  or  two  ago,  all  the  sets  for  plays  on  the 
stage  of  the  Smith  Auditorium  had  to  be  set  up  and  torn 
down  every  day.  Even  now,  the  sets  must  be  designed 
and  constructed  so  that  all  the  pieces  will  go  through 
the  relatively  small  doors. 

DESPITE  LIMITATIONS 

Despite  these  limitations,  the  sets  and  the  dramatic 
productions  presented  over  the  years  at  BYU  have  been 
of  very  high  calibre.  The  BYU  costume  department  is  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  country.  BYU  forensics  participants 
have  consistently  rated  high  in  tournaments  over  the  na- 
tion. Working  under  difficult  conditions,  as  is  often  the 
case,  has  sharpened  ingenuity  of  the  participants,  and 
given  them  depth. 

The  preparation  which  cast  members  and  working 
crew  have  made  is  typical  of  the  all-out  attitude  that  the 
department  takes  on  projects.  The  cast  spent  the  Christ- 
mas vacation  rehearsing,  and  the  set  designer  and  crew 
spent  that  period  building  the  compact,  transportable 
scenery  for  the  play. 

SEVEN  WEEK  TOUR 

During  the  seven  weeks  which  this  group  tours  the 
Orient,  they  will  be  representing  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment. They  will  be  entertaining  the  men  who  are 
stationed  on  freedom’s  perimeter.  This  group  will  aWo 
be  representing  the  Brigham  Young  University.  In  the 
latter  regard  it  is  significant  that  two  of  the  girls  in  the 
cast  are  ward  Relief  Society  presidents,  one  is  a former 
president.  The  other  cast  members  are  equally  active  in 
religious  activities. 

In  speaking  of  the  group^s  great  responsibility,  Rex 
Lee,  studentbody  president,  said  that  it  is  important  that 
members  of  the  university  studentbody  live  according  to 
the  ideals  which  the  people  in  tour  groups  represent.  He 
said  further  that  the  studentbody  should  support  the  group 
through  prayer. 

REPRESENTATIVE  GROUP 

This  group  and  the  speech  and  drama  department 
are  examples  of  the  outstanding^  calibre  of  departments 
at  BYU.  Sometimes  we  are  prone  to  worry  about  the 
areas  in  which  the  university  is  lacking  and  be  blind  to 
the  outstanding  qualities  which  are  present  here. 

This  then,  is  a salute  to  Dr.  Hansen  and  his  troup- 
adores.  In  a larger  sense,  we  would  like  to  salute  all  the 
persons  whose  diligence  makes  the  university  significant 
in  many  asp6cts,  academic,  athletic,  scientific  and  other 
fields.

1 Set  designer,  Charles  Hensen 
and  technical  director,  Wayne 
Phillips,  solved  this  problem  by 
I using  plywood  and  plastic  as 
j construction  materials.  Hensen 
{even  carved  an  intricate  figur- 
I ine  of  a cat  out  of  wood  because 
the  original  ceramic  material 
was  too  heavy. 

THE  LARGE  couch  is  actually 
a packing  case  which  holds  all 
the  flat  sets  and  wall  pieces.  Ta- 
ble legs  unscrew  from  the  table- 
top  and  fold  up.  Dishes  and  ut- 
ensils arc  all  made  of  plastic  or 
wood.
